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The fame of Central Kencnkampil is 
growing from day to day. The Siuro- 
pean Press is mentioning this, our homt- 
spun General, and is usually giving him 
a nice character. I am at home with 
this person and know him since 1905. 

It was in the happy days of 1905-6, 
when Russian society was awakening tu 
the understanding that a radical, polit- 
ical ami economical change was abso- 
lutely necessary for the welfare of the 
country, and was up for new and free 
lift. The proletarian knew that there wan 
no other way to get rid of the monarchy 
but to overthrow it by revolution. 

The first Russian revolution was in 
full swing. In every town and village 
wage slaves, mujiks. anil petit bour- 
geoisie well fought the Tsar's Cossacks 
and soldiers. The latter very often took 
the part of the working das*. The 
Tsar's position became awkward in- 
deed. The power of the sceptre was 
being emphatically shaken, and it was 
stated that the Tsar asked lor the 
Kaiser's help, and was waiting for a 
German military force to crush his faith- 
ful (?) subjects. However, the Tsar 
changed his mind, and followed the ad- 
vice of his Prime Minister. Mr. Vitte, 
who recollected the words of Alexander 
II.: "It is better to donate freedom from 
above than let it be taken from below. ' 
So the Tsar's manifesto was published 
and proclaimed. The Tsar gave up his_ 
autucratic power, donated all kinds of 
freedom to the people, promising to call 
a Parliament, to be elected by the whole 
people. After this very promising mani- 
festo was proclaimed, the majority of the 
mujiks. townsfolks, and petit Bour- 
geoisie were satisfied, The people were 
exultant. Unacquainted persons were 
amiable to each other. Here was the 
true hrotherhood or men. Citucus. 111 
their belief that the country was re- 
formed, laid down their arms. Only the 
Social Democratic Labour Party warned 
the people uf possible fraud Socialist* 
knew that 'Timeo dnnaos el dona 
feremes," viz., "Don't trust savages even 
if they give you presents"— and calleil 
the workers to fight to the finish. But. 
as aforesaid, the majority of the people 
trusted the Tsar's manifesto, ami were 
contented. Only comparatively few pro- 
letarians continued the fight lor the real 
freedom. As soon as the Tsar and his 
advisers saw that they had sliceedcd in 
fooling the people, the manifesto o! yes- 
terday was thrown away, and the most 
faithful of the Tsar's troops were sen 
out to exterminate the radical, social 
reformers. These troops strangled, shot, 
Hogged or cast into prisons every sus- 
pect, irrespective of age or sex.

An Open Letter 

to andrkw wmm 

(By Jayem.) 



Wc are not attempting to exaggerate, 
but are stating plain, historical facts. 
The following is a short account of some 
further brutalities of General Rennen- 
kampff and Meller Zakomelsky. On a 
railway station, Borsia by name, a well- 
known and much esteemed socialist, 
Alex. Popof, was seized, beaten imrnerei- 
fully. and shot, while still sick. On 
H clock railway station, sixty men were 
arrested, some of whom were flogged, 
and ty of them were court martialled, 
12 of them sent to prison for eight years 
with hard labor, and seven shot. The 
names of those who. were shot are: 
Gcillov. Boroviusky. Tvannv, Marchm- 
sky, Ter-Mekirtichef, Rosenfeld, and 
Shadzievsky. On the next station, Mog- 
sfOtt, seven more were shot. Their 
names arc: BelovitiVy, Koroleft. Leon- 
tier, Sadovsky. Trimasov. and Cetner- 
sky. At a small town, Verhneudinsk 
Goldsobel, Medvednikoff and two other 
comrades were hung. On the Slndianka 
station six telegraphists, amongst whom 
was a girl iS years of age. were ar- 
rested, flogged, and afterwards told to 
clear out. In concluding this small ac- 
count, we will say a few words about a 
court, which in reality was a farce, es- 
tablished by General Renenkampff at 
Chita. Amongst many other craniolniks, 
General Renenkampii seized the follow- 
ing nine Socialists: Sloliarof (60), A. 
Kostiushko - \. aliujannch, Vartshtein. 
I sups ma 11, \ Kuzneisof (58), P- Clark. 
B. Clark ( 171. Krivnnoscnkn (56I, and 
Peter K.ach. To prnye that the court was 
really a farce, it is enough to state the 
fact that nine graves had already been 
dug b-r the accused a day before their 
trial, This fact is sufficient proof not 
only of the tragic -tnmedy of the trial, 
hut' thai the prisoners were condemned 
to death before trial. The members ttf 
the court were officers of Renenkampff s 
start, ;ind they knew nothing about law, 
The only lawyer was a Crown Prosecu- 
tor. During the court proceedings, 
judges and officers were drinking heav- 
ily, and towards evening they became 
dead drunk One of the judges, Colonel 
Spiridonof, wan dreaming all the lime,

awoke him twite Many witnesses were 
called to the court, but the court had no 
desire to hear them. The chief judge 
always cut them short, saying "that does 
nut matter, that will do," anil such like 
phrases.
